Event as this Siege, on which the Sum of 
Affairs depends, and of which this may be 
faid, the Ruine of either Party depends on 
it? 

'f the Town be taken, and thole 41 Bat- 
tallions reduc’d, as ic is very probable they 
will be, and perhaps al) made Prifoners of 
War, if they are not reliev’ds I believe no 
Man will queftion, but che French Affairs 
on that fide are brought to the laft extre- 
mity, Merfeibes mutt follow, the Ships are 
loft or funk, the Stores gone, the Canrod, 
Ammunition, &c. of all the Magazines loft, 
and the French entirely cut off from the 


Mediterranean Sea ; Languedoc will be next, 


the Seatof the War; the Camifars will be 
reliev'd, King Charles of Spain fupply’d,and 
a Door open'd tocarry the Seac of War in- 
to Spaim, and the French in fhore muft be 
undone ; I think it isnot too much to fay 
they muft be undone, they can never ftand 
it. 

On the other hand, if the French by their 
numbers within the Town, and chofe num- 
ders being fypplied and relieved from wich- 
out, fhould fo maintain therafelves, as noc 
to be forc’ds if the Germar Army fhou’d be 
fo weaken’d by the Fatigues of che Siege, 
by the continual Sallies, and the extraordi- 
nary Fire of the Garrifon, why hive indeed 
& prodigious number of (unnon and Mortars, 
as that they fhould be obiig’d to rar the 
Siege, I think it will beno iminodeft Sug- 
‘geftion, to’ fay they are Ruin’d alfo. 

Not but that they may pethaps make a 
bold retreat, and by the helpot the Fleee 
carry off cheir Cannon ; but (hey'can never 
fo retreat from fuch an Undertaking as this, 
but that they will be expos’d to a choufand 
Dangers and Difficulties, and fland in ueed 
of fo much Recrpiting Refrefhmentand Sup- 
plies, asthat they will net recover their Su- 

rioricy in the Field again, nor be abic to 
cep the Infulcing Frencb from entring Fied- 
mont, and in their turn paying chem in the 
fatne Kind, at the Gates of Turin. 

So chat on the whole we may fay, that 
upon the fate of this Siege depends che 
whole Matter, and the whole Confederacy 
feems to he ftak’d npon the Adventure all 
that is pradent, wary, bold, and brave,wilt 
be exeried on bo.h Sides 3 the Attacks will 


without doubt be furious, the Defences ob- 
ftinate, and many a thou(and brave Fellows 
will lofe their Lives on both fides, upon che 
Walls and Outworks of this one City. 

Ic’s none of my Bufinefs to tell you what 
isour fhare in a Work. of this great Confe- 
quence, nor to Preach che Efficiency of our 
remote Applications to Heaven for che Suc- 
cefs of it; if I can coavince you that all de- 
pends upon it, thatche Crifis of the whole 
War turns upoa it 3 that if you gain itFramce 
is undone,and if we lofe it we are all undone, 
if I can open your Eyes to the Confequences 
of this great Affair 5 1 cannot think} am 
ain talking toan Age fo Unchrifianis’d,but 
it muft be natural now and then to look up— 
Now and then to contider who gives Vittc- 
ry, 2nd who fuifers the Chi'dren of J/raed 
to flie before their Enemies And with- 
al) why. 

J do not dwell on fuck things. I know Peo- 
ple do not love to de told ..* Praying, nor 
do they care tu be beholden i their Maker 
for any Viétor:, they think they can get 
without him They are more apt to 
think of that when they are beaten, than 
when they are Fighting. ; 

However, Gentlemen, whether you will 
look up eriook%down for help, that is not 
to me, but give me Icave to remind you 
here of fomeé of the Fatal Confequences of 
a Mifcarriage in this Cafe; if good Succefs 
follows. the Enterprize that will mend it 
felf, butlet us look in, and fee what will be 
the Cale if it mifcarry, for nothing is In- 
fallible. 

And Firft, how will it fare with King 
Charles in Spain,and how muft he be reliew’d ? 
tisevident the diftance of Place, and che 
vacertainty of the Paffage are fuch from 
England, it can never be Rational to fay, he 
can depend upcn us, there is no time for it, 
it cannot be expeéted — And if the Defign 
upon Thoulon be baulk’d, from whence can 
cao heexpe€t Relief ; Nuplesas now reco- 
vered may-help him a little, but it cannot 
be rational to expeé, ‘that he thould main- 
tain him(elf in thac Covatry, agatnft the 
numerous Armies of the Fracbh and Spani- 
ards, who willbe upon him as foon as ever 
the heats of the Seafon will permit shem 
to take the Field.

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Upon the Succefs of this Expedition it all 
depends, as the Face of Affairs now feems to 
ftand,the Casalonians can make no confidera- 
ble Relifancé againft the forces which are co- 
ming together on their Frontiers, as well 
Frenchas Spaniards—And if this Enterprize 
does not by its Succefs make fume Impreffion 
deeper than erdinary on the French Affairs, 
and oblige them to draw off from the Field 
on that fide; I confefs, § fe little but 
Deftruéion coming rpon them, there they 
muft quit C2toloniz, Barcelona muft fall in- 
to the Hands of the French again, and that 
miferable People be again expos’d to the 
Cruel Refentments of their Conquerors. 

Secondly, Who fhall defend rortugal a- 
gaivft che Infults of the Spaniards, and 
French ? what muft the King of Portugal 
do witha naked Country, and a Soul lefs 
People 2? When the Duke of Berwick thall 
enter his Frontiers at the Head of a French 


Army how fhali the Portugue/e, who turn’d — 


their Backs at Alm«nzs, whep they had a 
brave Infantry to fepport them ; how I fay 
fhall they refift a Viétorions Enemy wheo 
left to their own Defence 3 if the /mperia- 
lifts are driven out of Provence, and the 
French ftand their Grounds nay, if they do 
not Penetrate into Catalonia, and refcue 
King Charles and his Allies 51 do not fee 
that tis any way poffible to prevent the 
Ruine of she King of Portugal, but by his 
going off from the Alliance, and joining a- 
gainit us, and as one of thefe will perhaps 
be better for him, ’cis plain, it will 
be worfe for us, and he may Find Caufe to 
diflike it at laft alfo ? 

But this is vot all, if the French ftand this 
bruth, and the /mperial Army is eblig’d to 
retreat 3 nay, {uppofe them to get off with 
euta brufh, any body will allow them to 
be fo maim’d, fo broken and di‘appainted, 
that they will hardly make a fecond At- 
tempt of that kind; and if I may fay fo, I 
queftion whether they would be able to 
ftand their own Ground at Home, and fo 
the War would be carried back into their 
own Country again, and the Duke of Sa- 
voy may expeé to fee the Prench again 
under the Walls of Turin, when he may not 
be in fo good a Condition to Fight , them as 
he was before. 


But to come alittle nearer, the French In- 
folence would be again intollerable, when 
all the great Detachments made from the 
Upper Rhine, ard from the Netherlands 
fhould come back again perhaps doubled in 
number 5 have they been Superiour to the 
Imperialifts on the Rbiaz, tho’ with but a 
fmall Army of 3s0co Men, have they Rc= 
vag'd the Pulatimate, the Circles of Swabia 
and Franconia, and all the Country beyond 
the Neckar tothe Gates of Franckfort, ard 
are they flill Mafters of the Field, tho’ 
they have made ftrorger Detachments,to af- 
{ift in Dauphine and Provence, how much 
more fhall they overpower the Confede- 
rates, when from that fide again they fhall 
perhaps receive ftrong Detachments back 
again, and fufficient to enable them to pierce 
the very Bowe)s of the Empire, recover Ba- 
varia, and Diftra@ all things again as they 
\did before ? ‘ 

-Let any Man look into the State of Things 
on every fide, and they will fee if not blin- 
ded by fome Prejudices, too deeply rooted 
for me to reach, that the whole weight of 
Affairs depends very much upon the Sac- 
cefs of this Eaterprize, —- 

Nor do! fay this at all to leffen.the O- 
Pinion of our People as to the Succefs, or 
to render it doubtful; [ hope, and firmly 
believe, the Valour and Gondu@ of the Ane 
perial Armies and their Great Generals, 
will furmount all Obftacles, will force their 
‘way thro’ all Difficulcies, will Fighe their 
way thro’ all Oppofition,and carry the Poin¢ 
——But [ would nog have People think ’tis 
done with a Breath, that it will come 
without Blows, or be carried\without Figh*. 
ing. Gas 

Had ic been poffible for the Germans té 
have been at the Walls of 7honlow, before 
the Mare(chal, Theffe could have reach’d it, 
and while the Garrif.. had been but fmalt, 


and thingsout of Order, as they were at 


firft, I believe it had been a cheaper Pure 
chafe. Ee: 

But { am fo far from worldring that was 
not done, that really I wonder more they 
got to itat all And: had not Prince Ex- 
gene, who always out-witted the French, fo 
entirely deluded them, that they never 
look’d for him’on that fide; had he not, by 

the 
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the vilible Application of all his Affairs, 
difcover’d all the Winter a dirett Tenden- 
cy towards the Side of Barcellonette, Am 
brun, and the Valley of Aout, and never 
fo much as caft his Eye this way: The 
French had never neglected the Banks ef 
the Yaar, which if they had beea well forti- 
fy’d,and a good Line caft up there from the 
Sea to the Mouncains, which itfeems is not 
above a League and a Quarter or there- 
abouts, and might well have peea fecur'd. 
1 fay, had this been done, Prince Eugene 
had never made the Attempt; a Ayiag 
Camp there ef about 12000 Men had ct- 
teQually fecur’d Provence irom this Atcempt, 
or the Army muft all have come sy Sea, 
which they. would hardly have done. 

But the Blow is firuck; the Dye is caft; 
Cafir bas pafs'd the Rubicon, and notning 
now can defend Thoulon, but a Wall uf 
Bones, a ftrong and numerous Garrifon —— 
Which the French have very dexteroully 
provided and pofted with great Advan- 
tage 5 if thefecan keep their Poft, the Ger- 
mans will have difhculc Work to carry on 
the Seige: *Tis not an eafie thing to main- 
tain advanc’d Works, fuch as Trenches, 
Batteries, and the like, when the Enemy 
within is numerous enough to make Sallies 
with 4 to 6000 Men at atime, the 
Trenches cannot be guarded to that D-- 
gree, and the Works wil\ be rvuia’d upon 
every Occalion. 

Jc was thus, the Turks st Buia, beat off 
the Duke ef Lorrain, with as great and 
as goodan Army as this, and, made him 
quic the Siege, after he had loft a great 
many brave Fellows before ir. 

* The grand Difpure therefore before Thou- 

Jon will be, firft breakup this Camp, and 
diflodge the French from their \uitrench- 
ments ;cilltheydo which, the Attack upon 
the Town will be very Difficult, Blocdy, 
and Tedious. 

But Refolution and good Conduét will 
go a greit way to do this ; nor do IT ap- 
prebend but it will be fouad Praéticable, 
to cut off tnis Attendant upon the Siege, 
and come to clofe work upoa che Counter- 
fcarps, of which we wait to hear the Par- 
ticulars.
